The Frisco Railroad was sold this 
afternoon at the roundhouse near Chou- 
teau and Vandeventer avenues to repre- 
pentatives of the road’s bondholders, 
for 645,700,200, which was $200 more than 
the minimum price which United States 
Qudge Sanborn fixed March 31 for the 


property. 

The sale will end the receivership and 
the road will now be restored to the 
gtockholders under a plan recently ap- 

ved by the Missouri Public Service 
ission. 
No Competition in Bids. 

The representatives of the reorganiza- 

n managers, who acted for the bond- 

olders, were the only bidders. They 

were Basil B. Elmer and William P. 

Phillips. 

At 12 o’clock Thomas T. Fauntleroy, 
special master, stood in an automobile 
in the sun at the side of the round- 
house and began reading the decree of 
foreclosure. The reading took one hour 
and 30 minutes. 

Fauntleroy, at the conclusion of the 
reading; asked for bids offering the 
various securities of the road in sep- 
arate offerings. Elmer and Phillips 
made merely formal bids of $10, $100 or 
$500 for each. When they were totaled 
at the conclusion of this offering, the 
bids were found to be far less than the 
minimum fixed by the court. Fauntle- 
roy then offered the road in its entire- 
ty. The bid of $45,700,200 was then made 
and accepted. 

About 50 lawyers and persons finan- 
clally interested in the sale were at the 
roundhouse and stood in the sun, smoke 
and 4ust of the yards for two hours 
while the sale was in-progress. 

Means End of vership. 

The sale of the Frisco brings within 
@ight the end of the three-year receiver- 
“@hip..during..which the.system has been 
divested of two important subsidiaries— 
the Chicago & Hastern Llinois and the 
New Orleans, Texas & Mexico. 

It was generally accepted in financial 
circles that there would be but one 
bidder for the property—the reorganiza- 
tion managers—who submitted to the 
Missouri Public Service Commission a 
comprehensive plan for the financing of 
the road. 

The plan was accepted by the Public 
Bervice Commission, except that feature 
providing for a voting trust to hold the 
stock of the road for five years. This 
plan was allowed to remain in the re- 
Organization plan, subject to a court de- 
sion as to its validity under Missouri

Downtown Section Swept by 
Torents of Rain and Forty- 
Four-Mile Winds. 


The 2-day drouth in St. Louis was 
broken at 2 p. m. today when almost 
without warning a terrific storm of 
wind and rain swept over the city. 

In the downtown streets the wind 
swept between the tall buildings with the 
velocity of a gale, driving blinding 
sheets of water before it. 

Those who were caught unawares on 
the streets were almost carried off their 
feet by the wind and drenched by the 
rain, whose volume for a few minutes 
approached that of a cloudburst.

NINE ACTIONS ARE FILED 


Eight Are Against Corporations 
in Which St. Louis Pro- 
moter Is Interested. 


Nine suits, one of which is for $2,- 
§00,000, were filed inthe Circuit Court 
today against John T. Milliken, mil- 
lionuize oil magnate, by M. 8. Isher- 
wood and E. C. Mathews, out-of-town 
brokers, wh? allege that Milliken 
failed to keep a business agreement. 

In the personal suit against Milliken, 
the plaintiffs allege that they were em- 
ployed last March and April in attempt- 
ing to sell certain oil properties owned 
by Milliken in the Middle West. Theo 
sale price was to be $12,500,000, and they 
were to receive $2,500,000 commission, the 
petition reads: 

Just when they were about to pro- 
cure a purchaser, Milliken took the 
property out of their hands and sold it 
to the Sainclair Refining Co. for $16,000,- 


000, giving them no commission, they 
contend. . 
The other eight suits are _ directed 


against subsidiary corporations said to 
be controlled or owned by Milliken, iin 
the names of which the Western proper- 
ty was held. Milliken is named als9 
as defendant in each. The total amount 
of the suits against the corporations is 
$2,500,000, but it is understood that these 
suits are filed in case the defendant 
should show that the property was not 
in his hands, but held by the eight cor- 
porations. 

The corporations, and the amount for 
which they were sued, are: Milliken Re- 
fining Co., $400,000; Milliken Pipe Line 
Co., $100,000; Milliken Oil Co., $224,000; 
Washington Oil Co,, $24,000; Bernice Oil 
Co., $18,000; Katy Oil Co., $374,000; Tex- 
away Oil Co., $160,000; Slick Oil Co., $1,- 
200,000.

JOPLIN, Mo., July 19.—Four men who 
have been imprisoned in the Babcock 
mine near here since 2 o’clock Monday 
afternoon were rescued alive at 7:15 
o’clock this morning. 

The men had been caught in a small 
drift by a heavy cavein, and were with- 
out food or water. 

The men did not appear exhausted 
by their vigil of 41 hours and were able 
to walk to their homes. The rescue 
party first talked with the men through 
the barrier of dirt that separated them 
from the shaft at 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing. 

Upon being told that they would be 
reached within a few hours and that 
physicians and ambulances were kept 
in waiting, the prisoners declared they 
intended to walk home and asked that 
the physicians be sent away. 
Thonsads of persons were gathered at 
the mine and cheers were sent up for 
the men and their rescuers as the hoist 
slowly pulled them up the 150 feet 
to the surface. The four men are Harold 
Gideon, Byron Gideon, W. E. Bowers 
and Morgan Woods. Woods was the 
first to be hoisted to the surface. “Gee, 
I'm thirsty,’ he said. 

Wood's wife was waiting at the top 
of the shaft. 

Harold Gideon, 19 years old, said after 
his rescue today that he had come to 
Joplin recently from Springfield, Mo., 
and that he had worked in the mines 
but a few months. 

“When the ground caved and we knew 
we were trapped most of us gave up in 
despair,’’ hé said: “In a few minutes 
we collected ourselves and knew that 
the miners would do their best to reach 
us. 

“One of the first things we thought of 
was to pray and, believe me, we sure 
did pray with all of our might. 

“The fall of the dirt blew out our 
lights and we knew enough not to re- 
light them. The air was bad. Two of 
us had watches, but we could not see 
them. I broke the crystal off my watch 
and tried to tell the time by feeling 
of the hands, but I could not do it and 
finally we didn't know what time it 
was. 

“Several hours after the cave-in we 
heard a drill above us and men picking 
in the drift. ‘Boys, our prayers are an- 
swered,’ I said. 

“After that we cheered up. We knew 
it was just a matter of time until we 
would be reached and we settled down 
to wait. 

“Woods was the only one to worry 
much. His wife was sick.”

NEW YORK, July 19.—Both deaths 
and new cases in the infantile paral- 
ysis epidemic took another jump to- 
day. During the 24 hours ending at 
10 a. m. today the. disease killed 30 
children and attacked 142 others in 
the five boroughs: of New: York City. 
This is an increase of 160 per cent in 
both the mortality rate and develop- 
ment of the: plague in the last 48 
hcurs. 


To prevent ‘the ‘epidernic of Infantile 


paralysis here from spreading to other 
parts of the country, all persons leaving 
New York City for other states will be 
required to furnish certificates setting 
forth that the premises in which they 
live, or have lived, are not and have 
not been affected by the disease, it was 
announced here by Dr. Charles E. Banks, 
senior surgeon of the United States 
Public Health Service. Five additional 
physicians now are on their way here, 
it was said, to aid the Federal health 
officials in their efforts to safeguard 
the lives of residents of other states. 
Dr. Banks said Government physicians 
would be stationed at all railroad sta- 
tions to enforce the new regulations. 
Persons leaving the State by automo- 
bile or otherwise than by rail, also 
must obtain certificates from the United 
States public health officers. 
Dr. Banks said he had asked for 
additional physicians to aid in enforcing 
the regulations. The new rules will be- 


come effective at once. 
Since the inception of the disease on 


June 26 there have been 2327 children 
stricken, of whom 456 died. Despite the 
appatent spread of the disease, after it 
was thought to have been checked, 
health officials were still optimistic to- 
day. Health Commissioner Emerson de- 
clared that in an epidemic of this kind 
the number of deaths and cases always 
were irregular and might increase or 
decrease without real significance.

ARN CHEPLANNS 


He Gives Them Message to Men 
in Trenches to Keep Firm 
Reliance in God. 


AMSTERDAM, via London, July 19.— 
The speech which the German Emperor 
recently made at a gathering of army 
chaplains at ‘main headquarters is re- 
ported in the Vossiche Zeitung, by 
Chaplain Dr. Ott. : 

“It is a time of sifting,” said the 


Emperor. “The world war is separating 
the chaff from the wheat. You gentle- 
men have the task of teaching the Ger- 
man nation to take things seriously and 
to accept the present as a time of trial. 
It is important to understand that life 
is a trial. We.need practical Chris- 
tianity to bring our lives into harmony 
with the personality of our Lord. We 
must live simply according to His acts 
and deeds. 

“Gentlemen, how fascinating and mar- 
velously manifold is His personality. 
We must study it thoroughly; we must 
live with the Lord. 

“Suppose Christ entered at this mo- 
ment through yonder door. Could we 
look into his face? Going to churc? 
once a week is not enough. We must 
make Him the ideal of our practics! 
life; we must determine to live accord- 
ing to His teaching. You must bring 
sharply before us the vision of God, 
who, perhaps, as the judge, is now 
passing through the world. You must 
represent Him and show Him to us.” 

The Emperor then dwelt on what he 
said he regarded as one of the most 
dangerous tendencies of the time—one 
which might deprive the German na- 
tion of the spiritual benefit of the war, 
namely, the tendency to find fault, to 
complain, to criticise. 

“I often ponder. how this tendency 
can be cured,” he said. “Certainly not 
by repression, laws or orders. The rem- 
edy cannot come from outside of us. It 
must come from within. There must be 
peace in our hearts; then we will be 
strengthened for bad days and, what is 
more difficult, for good days. 

“The men who are now in the trenches 
will return home different men spiritu- 
ally than when they left. Impress upon 
them that they must retain in the fu- 
ture the thouguits which fill them now.” 

“Everybody must admit that our na- 
tion is great, that it is without com- 
plaint or hesitation, sacrificing every- 
thing for a gréat cause. This is an in- 
spiration derived from God. Give the 
men in the trenches my greeting and 
at the same time tell them how impor- 
tant it is that they keep firm reliance 
in God.” 


BANK 10 USE FINGER PRINTS 


Third National to Adopt Fiak System 
of Identification. 

On Aug. 1 the Third Nationa] Bank 
will put into operation the Flak finger 
print system for the identification of 
foreign and illiterate depositors. The 
System may later bée extended to all 
savings depositors who wish to use it. 

Flak, the inventor of the system, will 
come to St. Louis in a few days to in- 
struct the officers and tellers of the 
bank in its use. The two basic prin- 
ciples of the system are that a person's 
finger print does not change from dirth 
to old age and that no two finger prints 
are alike.

Zoologist Says Present 


Shark Scare ls Foolish 
the o€d Serpent Muth 


By J. F, ABBOTT. 
Professor of Zoology in Washington 
University. 

The current shark scare is one of the 
most foolish emotional spasms that has 
struck the American people in years. 

In these days of super-siubmarines we 
are getting too sophisticated for sea 
serpents, but something must be found 
to stimulate interest in warm weather 
and this year, apparently, it is to be 
sharks. The shark scare, however, un- 
like the sea serpent myth, is likely to | 
cause much loss and distress. Not only 
do thousands of seaside resort keepers 
see their prospective profit vanishing— 
which need not cause us excessive con- 
cern—but also scores of thousands of 
heat-ridden and credulous persons will 
be deprived of the solace of a dip in 
the surf, which will be a great pity. 

For, as a matter of fact, to refrain 
from taking a swim along the Atlantic 
Coast this summer for fear of being 
eaten by a shark is about as reasonable 
as to refrain from going to the country 
on a picnic for fear of being attacked 
by eagles. Either might happen, of 
course, but the chances are so infini. 
tesimal, tn comparison with the haz- 
ards of daily life—such as negotiating 
a city street crossing—that, they may as 
well be disregarded. 

Various Kinds of Sharks. 

What are the facts in the case? In 
the first place, sharks constitute a large 
group of fishes, and are of various sizes 
and kinds. All of them are ugly in ap- 
pearance and predaceous in habit, with 
a mouthful of row upon row of sharp, 
triangular teeth. The layman usually 
contemplates one of these creatures with 
the same repulsion that he does a snake 
or a toad, and this instinctive dislike ac- 
cepts readily any sort of accusation 
against the brute. 

In the second place, there is nothing 
new in the presence of sharks in Ameri- 
can waters. Hundreds of thousands of 
sharks range up and down the Atlantic 
coast and always have done so. An au- 
thentic instance is recorded of 20,000 dog- 
fish sharks being caught in a seine at 
a single haul on the New England coast. 
Fishermen are only too familiar with 
them, for they cut nets with their teeth 
and destroy a great many fish. So hated 
are they that the exasperated fishermen 
when they catch a shark have been 
known to relieve their feelings by prop- 
ping the fish’s mouth open with a stick 
and turning it loose to die a lingering 
death by starvation. 


In the third place, huge voracious 
sharks—the so-called “man eaters’’—d5 
exist in warm seas the world over, but 
very, very rarely are’ authentic in- 
stances recorded of their attacking man, 
The mortality from mule kicks is very 
much higher. 

In the fourth place, and this is impor- 
tant, these very large and fierce sharks 
are ‘‘pelagic’’ in habit; that is, they 
live in deep water in the open sea and, 
at least in temperate regions, never 
come to shore save by accident. Their 
size renders them very helpless in shal- 
low water. AS A&A consequence, in spite 
of the occasional appearance of such 
fish off the New England or Carolina 
coast, the chance of one of them get- 
ting as close in shore as a bathing 
beach reaches the acme of improb- 
ability. 

Biggest Shark Cannot Bite. 

The size of the shark is by no means a 
criterion of its man-eating qualities. 
The largest of them all—the Basking 
shark, that reaches a length of 4 feet 
or more—has such small teeth that it 
uses them as strainers to sift out the 
very small sea creatures upon which it 
feeds, and could not bite if it wished. 

All sharks are ravenous and glut- 
tonous, They follow ships as the- sea- 
Gulls do, because of the refuse that is 
thrown overboard. They hang about 
wharves for the same reason. One well 
authenticated instance of a man being 
eaten alive is due to this habit. . From 
a certain dock in India it was the cus- 
tom to throw garbage dally into the 
sea. This occasioned the same periodic: 
excitement among the sharks below that 
we observe in the hen-yard at feeding |

in with his load and very naturally he 
was seized and devoured before he knew 
what had happened—sharks being primi- 
tive creatures unused to subtle discrim- 
inations and quick judgments. 

It is true that when large sharks are 
caught and opened they frequently re- 
veal an assortment of human remains in 
their stomachs. But there is never any 
reason to believe that they have eaten 
anyone alive. On the contrary, it is 
a more according to their habits to 
devour dead bodies. 

About a year ago a well-know ichthy- 
ologist recorded the finds in the stomach 
of a large and rather rare shark (Rhino- 
don) with a big mouth and small teeth. 
The fish was captured in the Phillip- 
pines. Its stomach revealed seven leg- 
gings, 47 buttons, three leather belts and 
nine shoes. Had he gotten a whole ship’s 
company? And did the possible presence 
of a one-legged man account for the 
odd shoe and leggin? Or had hé per- 
haps gathered up the contents of a port- 
manteau, and digested all but the leather 
and metal? 

Atlantic Coast Shark Timid, 

The smaller sharks, from four to 10 
or 12 feet long, so common along the 
Atlantic coast, have never been proved 
to have attacked anyone. They are ex- 
cessively timid, except perhaps when 
trey are carried away by the excitement 
of the chase among a school of sma! 
fishes. On such an occasion they are 
naturally regardless of anything else. 

The writer a few years ago observed 
a typical instance of shark psychology 
It was along the North Carolina coast, 
where sharks are fairly abundant. <A 
swimmer was leisurely making his way 
through the water when a 10-foot shark, 
its curiosity perhaps aroused, ranged 
alongside. The swimmer gave a quick 
kick in the water and the shark disap- 
peared from the scene like a flash of 
light. 

But, it may be asked, how about the 
recent accounts of shark attacks? 

Not having any facts at hand, the 
writer prefers not to be dogmatic, but 
he does not forget that he is writing in 
Missouri. From an extended experience 
with sharks, he is inclined to be exceed- 
ingly skeptical. There are no more and 
no fewer sharks on the Atlantic coast 
this year than ever before. Does anvy- 
one allege that we have encountered a 
new breed of predacious sharks, simul- 
taneously distributed from Maine to 
Florida, or that the resident sharks 
have changed their natural habits over 
night, perhaps as a belated effect of the 
war? 

We may anticipate that for some time 
to come; that is, until it becomes an old 
story, every bather who encounters a 
stinging jelly-fish or a barnacle-infested 
timber, or steps on a ‘‘stingaree’”’ will 
be “attacked by a man-eating shark.”

BERLIN EXPECTS 
CLIMAX SOON I 
SFG OF VERDUN 


Believes Place Is Doomed De- 
spite Diverting Attacks 
Along the Somme. 


ADMITS LOSSES IN NORTH 


Distorting of Dispatches, Re- 
cabled From America, Em- 
barrasses Correspondents.

BERLIN, July 15 (delayed).—That the 
Srand climax of the long siege of Ver- 
dun, which began in February, would 
seem to be within measurable time and 
distance is the tenor of private advices 
filtering back from the Crown Prince’s 
front. . 

The official communique today makes 


no mention of Verdun, but it is known 
that the Germans are concentrating a 
devastating artillery fire on Tavaouns 
and Souville. This is confirmed by the 
Paris newspaper comments and dis- 
patches, given a prominent place in 
the German press under the héadlines 
“Pessimistic Reports.’’ 

Even the great combined French-En- 
glish onslaught on the Somme has been 
unable to divert the Germans from 
Verdun or apparently, so far, to delay 
the fate of the French fortress. On 
the contrary, it would appear that ‘he 
Crown Prince is pressing matters with 
redoubled vigor, if private advices cir- 
culating here can be considered as 
trustworthy. 

Another terrific battle is sald to be 
raging north of the Somme. The Ger- 
mans frankly admit that, despite the 
heaviest losses, they penetrated the 
German lines between Pozieres and Lon- 
gueval; also that the English are sit- 
ting tight In the woods of Trones. 

With the sensation of the Deutschlan4 
somewhat worn off, the attention of the 
press and public is again being focused 
on the situation at the war fronts. The 
general staff has advised foreign corre- 
spondents that they may visit the fronts, 
both east and west, including the Somme 
and Verdun, next week, that they may 
see the situation on the German side for 
themselves. 

The eagerness with which dispatches 
from Germany are seized upon and re- 
cabled from New York, not always 
reaching the press of other countries of 
Europe in the form in which they left 
here, but with interpretations placed 
upon or things read into the dispatches 
not contained in the original dispatch, 
causes no little embarrassment to Amer- 
ican correspondents, who conscientiously 
try to give the American people a true 
picture of Germany, so far as the mili- 
tary conditions and restrictions whseh 
obtain in all countries at war permit. 
Many of the dispatches to America from 
here, when reprinted fn a portion of the 
European press, are either labeled ‘‘in- 
spired” or used to show that things in 
Germany are black. On the one hand 
there is frequent reference to what. the 
‘“‘German Government. permits to be sent 
out’”—as if there were no censorship in 
Rome, Paris, London or Petrograd for 
American or foreign correspondents and 
they could cable everything, or what 
they pleased. 

On the other hand, dispatches contain- 
ing frank statements of conditions or 
admissions are made use of, apparently, 
to encourage the people on the other 
side in the great struggle. 

That appears to have been the case 
with my dispatch on July 9, which, from 
the distorted versions received here, 
would seem to show the situation !n 
Germany is worse than it is. The Ger- 
mans and Austrians are peculiarly sei.- 
sitive to such tactics. A pro-French 
paper in Switzerland last October is al- 
leged to have distorted dispatches to ~he 
Post-Dispatch and New York World 
from the Isonzo, which were reprinted 
extensively in America and Europe an 
editorially commented upon for their 
fairness. As a result of that distortion. 
I have not been to the Austrian front 
again, although the censors had no objec- 
tion to the original dispatches. 

To the credit of the Germans it can be 
said that the German military censor- 
ship has been as reasonable and liberal 
on military things as the censorship in 
London has been fair on the press dis- 
patches from Germany to America.

9 FRENCH SOLDIERS CAPTURE 
GERMAN GARRISON OF 113 MEN 


Creep to Breach in Fort at Jiachcs, 
and Surprise Enem, Without Let- 
ttug Numbers Be Kaown. 
PARIS, July 19.—One of the most 
striking episodes of the great Somme 


-Offensitve was the taking of the field 


fort at Biaches and the garrison of 113 
men by nine French soldiers. 

The fort had resisted throughout the 
artillery bombardment and the infantry 
attacks had been checked by murderous 
machine gun fire. By chance a French 
officer discovered that the terrible bom- 
bardment had made the fort vulnerable 
at one point. Selecting a Second Lieu- 
tenant, two Sergeants, a Corporal and 
four men, he led them on hands and 
knees through the lung grass to the spot 
where he knew there was a breach In 
the defenses. They reached their goal 
without the Germans learning of their 
approach. 

Abruptly three of the French officers 
leaped into the works, shouting: ‘‘For- 
ward with the bayonet!’ at the same 
time throwing bombs, which exploded 
in the dugout. The other six French- 
men remained behind ready to retreat if 
the attempt failed. 

The Germans, taken unawares, had no 
time to get thelr weapons and surren- 
dered. When one of their number fell, 
shof by the commanding officer, the 
Germans, 113 in all, came out of their 
shelters and threw up their hands. 

The three French captors feared the 
Germans would fall upon and extermi- 
nate them, but at this moment the other 
six hurried in. Their resolute energy 
imposed upon the Germans, who believed 
the new arrivals were followed by many 
others. The German officers in the fort 
then threw down their arms and the en- 
tire garrison was marched to the French 
rear, escorted by the nine captors, who 
had not lost a man.

precision of a well-trained squad of in- 
fantrymen drill'ng on an armory floor,

Issued in Woman’s Suit for Res- 
titution of Tract on Clayton 
Rese.

Judge Wurdeman in the Clayton Cir- 
cuit Court today granted a temporary 
injunction restraining James Marre and 
W. M. Scott from conducting a pig sty 
and a dance floor on property on the 
Clayton road near the North and South 
road. This is the tract of ground where 
Scott has been conducting a negro club 
and summer garden. The injunction 
also forbids music and loud and un- 
usual noises. * 

The injunction was granted after Mrs, 
Sophie M. Crow, of 4423 Forest Park 
boulevard had brought suit against 
Marre and Scott for an injunction, $10,- 
000 damages, restoration of the property 
and $8 back rent. : 

Affidavits by Neighbors. 

Several residents in the neighborhood 
made affidavit that the plece was noisi- 
ly conducted as a negro amusemen* 
park on Sundays and holidays and odor- 
ously operated as a hog farm on week- 
days. 

The injunction apecifies that the prop- 
erty may be used only for residence 
and farming purposes and not as an 
amusement park or garden. 

Marre is white. He is a contractor 
and lives at 3815 Potomac street. Scott 
is a negro. 

Opposition to the club was led by 
Fidelio C. Sharp, an attorney, whose 
home is across the road from the negro 
club grounds. 

In her petition Mrs. Crow alleges that 
Dec. 23, 1913, she leased the 13-acre tract 
to Marre for $20 a month, with a stipu- 
lation that no signs should be put on 
the place and there should be no disturb- 
ances there. 

Ostensibly for Hog Farm. 

Sharp, who appears as attorney for 
Mrs. Crow, told Judge Wurdeman that 
in January, 1914, Marre formed a part- 
nership with Scott for the ostensible 
purpose of operating a hog farm on the 
land, but later it was converted into a 
negro club grounds. 

Sharp filed an affidavit in which he 
said the mingled noise of piano, drum, 
cowbells and cymbals often kept him 
and his family awake at night and the 
hog farm odors were offensive by day. 
Marre told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
his sympathies were with Mrs. Crow, as 
he had vainly tried to eject the negro, 
Scott, from the property. He said he 
had lost about §1200 as a result of his 
hog farm venture with Scott as a part- 
ner.

BRICK HIGHWAY 


Petition Signed by 165 Filed 
With Court Explains Reasons 
for Request. . 


A petition signed by 165 citizens living 
on or in the vicinity of the Gravois 
road was presented to the St. Louis 
Ceunty Court at Clayton today request- 
ing that brick be used in the reconstruc- 
tion of the Gravois road, when that 
work is undertaken. The petitioners 


also asked that all the construction 
work be done the same year so that 
traffic will not have to be suspended 
oy, the road for twe seasons. 

The petitioners ask that the road be 
built of brick between the city limits 
and. Fenton for these reasons: That 
the road has the second heaviest traffic 
of any county road during the winter 
months and the heaviest traffic dur- 
ing the summer months; that it is an 
old established §tate highway, connec- 
ing with Gravois :.venue in St. Louis, 
which is also of brick construction, and 
also. with the highways of Jefferson 
County, which will be improved from 
the proceeds of a bond issue. 

It is state that while a brick road is 
most expensive to construct it will be 
the cheapest in the long run, because 
the cost of upkeep is.very low. Brick 
and concrete are both suitable for 
wagoi. and automobile traffic, it is 
stated, but the citizens who signed the 
petition agreed that mer preferred 
brick.

GEN, CASTRO ADMITTED TO U, S, 
AND MAY STAY INDEFINITELY 


Secretary Wilde | Overrules Board of 


Inquiry Which Had Ordered 
Former Venezuelan President 
Deported. 


NEW YORK, July 19.—A telegram to 
Eil‘e Island last night from Secretary 
of Labor Wilson ordered the release of 
Gen. Cipriano Castro, former President 
of Venezuela, and his wife who have 
been detained since they arrived Satur- 
day from Barados. They were forced 
tc remain there over’ night, however, 
os the Island officially closes at 5 p. m. 
They were released today. Wnder the 
ruling Castro may remain in this coun- 
try indefinitely. 

Gen. Castro was overjoyed when the 
news reached him. “It is only what I 
expected,”” he exclaimed. “It is just 
one more sample of American justice 
and fair play.’’ 

Secretary Wilscn in overruling the 
Board of Inquiry “vhich ordered Gen. 
Castro deported, poinid out that when 
ha attempted to enter the United States 
from France in 1918 he refused to an- 
swer questions regarding the murder 
of Gen. Paradez, a political opponent 
in Venezuela. At the hearing Sunday he 
answered all questions and denied any 
guilt in connection with Gen. Paradez’s 
death. 

“Not having admitted or been con- 
victed of a crime involving moral tur- 
pitude, and in fact denying guilt, under 
the law there was nothing for us to 
du but admit him,’ ' Secretary Wilson 


said in Washington, after issuing fhe 
order.

Keynote Address. 
“These are the words of triumph. 
peace, prosperity and prohibition. Elect 
prohibition. Write woman into the Con- 
stitution. Turn out the exploiters of 
the people. Take private profit from 
war. Stop the slaughter of peace, Save 
America and serve the world."’ 
In these words Temporary Chairman 
Daniel A. Poling concluded his keynote 
address at the outset of the conven- 


8? | tion. 


Poling, declaring that the Prohibition 
Party was now the sole representative of 
progressivism in national politics, ex- 
tended an official and hearty invitation 
to the 4,000,000 voters who supported the 
Progressive ticket in 1912, and suggested 
that whatever technical name of his 
own party should be upon the official 
ballot this year, it would be known 
henceforth as the Liberal party of the 


United States. 


“The High Covenant.” 
In summing up his outline of the 
campaign, which 


reached . directly with 
Prohibition argument before Nov. 7, 
Poling detailed as the nucleus for the 
party's national declaration this year 
the following, which he termed ‘the 
high covenant:’’ 

“To the People of this nation we 
pledge ourselves to begin immediately 
on election to power an authorized cam- 
paign to establish a world court; and 
we further pledge that we will move at 
once to secure reciproca) trade arrange- 
ments with the countries from whom 
we purchase and to whom we sell. 

“We will proclaim our constructive 
program to secure the practical broth- 
erhood of the nations. And as we move 
to stop the slaughter of war, remem- 
bering the unnumbered dead, the un- 
numbered living and the unnumbered 
unborn cursed by alcohol, we will im- 
mediately deprive the liquor traffic: of 
the use of the mails, take from it the 
protection of interstate commerce, place 
upon it a prohibitive tax, move to ac- 
complish a prohibition amendment to 
the Constitution—and thus we will stop 
the greater slaughter of peace."’ 

After paying a tribute to the founda- 
ers and leaders of the national prohibi- 
tion movement for the 47 years of its 
history, Poling turned to the claims 
of the Prohibition party to the support 
of the Progressive voters, detailed the 
fact that his party was ‘‘the first to de- 
clare for Woman’s suffrage, for civil 
service reform, for direct elections, for 
2-cent letter postage, for international 
arbitration, against lotteries and gam- 
bling, for uniform marriage and di- 
vorce laws, for a nonpartisan tariff 
commission, for an income tax, against 
child labor, for the conservation of na- 
tural resources, against the white slave 
traffic end for national prohibition.” 
Referring to the Mexican situation, 
Poling said: 

“In Mexico we are confronted by 
the inevitable—the Democratic admin- 
istration has erred fn spite of the wise 
counsel of men fully conversant, with 
the situation. And the Republican 
party is as bad, for four years ago they 
evaded and paseed on the problem which 
now they so loudly shout for a chance 
to solve. 

“Mexico needs no conqueror, and too 
long has she been exploited. Bound, 
beggared and bleeding, Mexico waits for 
an international Good Samaritan.”

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BRITISH BLACKLIST 
~ AREINNEW YORK 


Few of the Merchants Express 
Surprise Over Action 
in London. 


NEW YORK, July 19.—With very tew 
exceptions all of the American busi- 
ness firms and individuals placed by the 
British Government on the blacklist 


under the trading with the enemy act 
have their headquarters in New .ork 
City. Most of these merchants  ex- 
pressed no surprise today over the ac- 
tion of Great Britain. J. A. Kahl, ex- 
porter and importer, said: 

“This blacklist has been in the hands 


a year to my personal knowledge. I 
have known for more than a year that 
I, for one, have been blacklisted. I an? 
and have been for 2 years an American 
citizen. Not only has my business, 
which was mainly with China, Japan 


off completely by seizure of goods, but 
I have been unable to buy bills of - 
change or in any other way suid ae 
affairs. Others have been unable to 
get bills of exchange through me.’’ 
Alfred Richter, a trader with Chinese 
and Japanese merchants, made a. sim- 
ilar complaint. 
“My goods have been seized at Hong- 
kong and elsewhere regularly,” he 
“until I stopped doing business. 
My mail to my agents in Canton, Tien- 
tsin and other cities were returned to 
me. The reason, so far as I can guess, 
is that once, almost 30 years ago, I 
was connected with a German firm.” 
Mr. Richter said he had been a citi- 
zen of the United States for 2% years. 
John 8. Scully of Zimmerman & For- 
shay, prominent German bankers, said: 
“All the officers of our company are 
American citizens. Of course, much of 
our business has been done with Ger- 
many, naturally, but for years we have 
had business relations with England 
and many of her colonies, as well as 
other countries now included in the war 
and those which have held aloof.‘ 
‘We are considering means of taking 
the matter up with the State Depart- 
ent within a day or two,”’ said Oscar 
L. Gubelman of Knauth, Nachod & 
Kuhne, bankers. ‘‘We feel that we have 
been unfairly discriminated against. We 
have information that many of our 
cables were interfered with.’’ 

Charles H. Hardy, a metal inrporter, 
said the only reason he could think of 
for the presence of his name on the list 
was that he had been cabling money to 
relatives in Germany.

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WEALTHY WOMAN 
LOSES ALIENATION 
SUIT FORS100,000 


Horse Trainer’s Wife Gets Judg- 
ment by Default Against For- 
mer Wife of Sugar King. 


NEW YORK, July 19.—Mrs. Grace M. 
Irwin, former wife of John Benjamin 
Irwin, “the sugar king of Honolulu,” 
lost by default the $100,000 suit which 
Mrs. Jennie Whitelaw Blalock brought 
against her for the alienation of the 
affections of her husband, James Wil- 
liam Blalock. Supreme Court Justice 
Goff sent the case to a Sheriff's jury 
t. assess damages. 

Randolph A. Gerard, Mrs. Bialock’s 
attorney, told the Court that more 
than 20 days had been allowed the de- 
fendant to answer the complaint and 
she had paid no attention to it. 

Mrs. Irwin owns a stable of horses 
and ts well known in racing circles. 
Blalock is a trainer of race horses. 
Custom-made silk shirts, other fine 
clothes, two fast horses, champagne 
Suppers and an automobile, which 
Mrs. Irwin is alleged to have given 
Blalock, vied with Mrs. Irwin’s al- 
leged letters in interest. 

From Reno, in the winter of 1915, 
when Mrs, Irwin was prosecuting her 
suit for divoree, she wrote, according 
to the evidence, to\Blalock, who was 
cruising on a yacht among the South 
Sea Islands: 

“T dv hope you will be successful in 
getting a divorce. I do wish that you 
could motor to New York with me. It 
will take a month. I may wire you 
to come back and do it. A woman 
needs a man to fight her battles for 
her. Have an invitation from a Reno 
man to go t> Honolulu the day I leave 
Reno, but I like Havana better. 
“Now, Billie, write me a long letter 
at once and tell me how you found 
things on your arrival in New York. 
I have missed you very much. As al- 
ways, | GRACE M. IRWIN.” 
Although Mrs. Blalock is 28 and 
pretty, Blalock is alleged to have left 
her for Mrs. Irwin, who is said to be 
50. Mrs. Blalock said in her com- 
plainct that ehe and her husband were 
married in I.ondon Nov. 25, 1911, and 
lived happily until he met Mrs. Irwin, 
in July, 1915. 

Expensive gifts and plenty of money 
then lured her hustand away, thé 
complaint alieged, and from an allow- 
ance of $20,000 a year Mrs. Blalock 
says she has now had to seek employ- 
ment.

S UP FROM 40 
10 100 PER CENT 


Shortage Is Caused by Cutting 
Off of Canadian and 
Européan Pulp. 


CONSUMERS ECONOMIZE 


Collection of Waste in Homes 
Has Helped. Somewhat to 
Relieve Situation. 


The increasing high cost of paper is 
causing many St. Louis corporations to 
economize in its use, a Post-Dispatch 
reporter learned yesterday, in making 
an investigation of the paper situation. 

Paper has increased in price from 4 
to 100 per cent, according to the grade, 
since the European war began. This 
sky-rocketing of prices, paper déalers 
say, is due primarily to these two rea- 
sons: 

The importation of rags — the 
foundation of good paper—has been 
cut off, and bleached sulphite pulp, 
used in the cheaper grades, can no 
longer be obtained from the Central 
Empires. 

Great Britain is using almost the 
entire Canadian production of wood 
pulp, and, Canada will not ship any 
pulp to this country which Great 
Britain needs. 
A publicity campaign instituted re- 

cently by the Department of Com- 
merce calling upon housewives to save 
rags and waste papers, has temporarily 
relieved the shortage of materials; but 
higher prices have to be paid the house- 
wife to make it worth her while to 
‘save the rags and waste which she has 
been in the habit of burning. This, of 
course, adds to the production cost. 
Waste paper is worth about 75 cents a 
hundred pounds retail. : 
Newspaper Stock Is Up. 

The cost of the stock on which news- 
papers are printed has vastly increased 
and publications whose contracts with 
paper mills are running out find it 
necessary to pay far more than for- 
merly. 

The small business is affected the 
same as the large corporation. Let- 
terheads on bond paper have increased 
40 per: cent in the past year; ledger 
paper has almost doubled in_ price, 
thereby increasing the costs of book- 
keepers’ supplies. 

Paper used in book publication has 
gone up 16 per cent, and even the 
stationery used for wedding invitations 
costs more than it did a year ago. Big 
printing houses which handle the large 
issues of bonds for brokers are com- 
pelled to charge more. ; 
While this increased cost is not felt 
much by the individual who uses very 
little paper, the large corporations feel 
it keenly and many have taken steps to 
hold the cost down. 

The Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. has economized @™ the.use of paner 
for many years, but since paper prices 
began to rise its officials have devised 
various ways in which to hold the cost 
at the former price. 

Cheaper Paper Used. 
Good paper is used in corresponding 
with customers and other corporations, 
but the cheapest of yellow scratch pa- 
per, without letterhead, is used in com- 
municating between local departments, 
and even in writing to company officials 
in New York. 
Officials of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. chose a cheap, gray paper for inter- 
office correspondence several years ago, 
and find it satisfactory. Recently, when 
ordering a year’s supply of a certain 
printed form, the printer said that red 
ink ruling would cost a little more than 
black ruling. The purchasing officials 
decided that black lines could be seen 
just as well as red ones. 
Officials of the Wabash, Katy, Mis- 
sour! Pacific and the Iron Mountain 
railroads said that the roads had 
been economizing in the use of paper 
for many years, and that within the 
past year they had found it more 
necessary than before because of ris- 
ing prices. 
Second-grade paper is being used by 
them in many cases where first-class 
stock was used a year ago, the backs 


fof all large used envelopes are care- 


fully saved for scratch use. Not a 
sheet of paper is allowed to waste. 
Scarps Are All Saved. 
The Famous-Barr Dry Goods Co. 
uses good paper for outside corres- 
pondence, but the cheapest of scratch 
paper for departmental communica- 
tions. In office figuring one sheet 
is used until it is covered with fig- 
ures. The bundle wrappers—and there 
are hundreds of bundles to tie daily— 
have been instructed in the most 
economical use of the handling of 
wrapping paper, and all scraps are 
gathered together, baled, and sold to 
the junk dealer. 
One other department store, which 
for business reasons would not per- 
mit use of its name, has been forced 
to make a special study of the use 
of paper in order to keep the yearly 
cost down to the average for the past 
four or five years. 
All paper delivery boxes are stand- 
ardized, as are the price tags on 
clothing. The correspondence paper 
is standardized, and the backs of used 
envelopes saved for figuring and 
scratch purposes. The company’s de- 
livery wagon drivers are paid a penny 
each for returning large corrugated 
paper boxes in which china and other 
breakables are packed, and these are 
used over again.

Prisoner Declares. Bride-to-Be 
Told Him That Educator 
Had Wronrged Her. 


HAD RAZOR AND PISTOL 
Both Assailant and Woman Who 
Killed Self Had Been Pupils 
of Boston Man. 


BOSTON, July 19.—Wilfred E. Harris, 
president of the Massachusetts College 


of Osteopathy, is near death today walle 
Dr. Eldredge D. Atwood; also an osteo- 
path, is under arrest charged with an 
attempt to murder him yesterday in a 
hotel. Dr. Atwood informed the police 
that he shot Harris because he believed 
the latter had wronged his fiancee, Dr. 
Celia Adams, an osteopath, who died 
yesterday, it was stated, from drug pol- 
soning. 

The physician who atttended Dr. Cella 
Adams gave it as his opinion that she 
died from an overdose of a drug which 
the police declared she took to end her 
life. : 

Dr. Harris, who is 45 years old and 
married, is a former president of the 
Canadian Club of Boston, son of a for- 
mer member of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment, and one of the pioneer osteopatlis 
of Massachusetts. 

‘It was said by Dr: Atwood that Miss 
Adams recently informed him that their 
marriage was impossible because Dr. 
Harris had wronged her, a charge which 
the latter denied. 

Atwood Had Two Weapons. 

An empty five-chambered revolver and 
a razor, which, the police say, Dr. At- 
wood admitted he intended to use on 
Harris, were taken from the prisoner. 
He was locked up on a charge of as- 
sault and battery with intent to murder. 
Both Dr. Atwood and his fiancee were 
taught osteopathy by Dr. Harris when 
he was an instructor at the Massachu- 
setts college. The friendship which be- 
gan between the students in the class- 
room six years ago was continued and 
they became engaged. Atwood told the 
police they had planned to wed soon, al- 
though the marriage was opposed by the 
girl’s parents and Dr. Harris. The girl's» 
parents objected because Miss Adams 
was 27 years old and Dr. Atwood 23. 

After Miss Adams left Dr. Atwood 
Monday it is thought she went to her 
office in Brookline. Early yesterday 
her father, Francis P. Adams, found the 
door locked. When it was forced, he 
found Miss Adams unconscious on the 
floor. She was taken to a hospital an’ 
treated for an overdose of a narcotic 
drug. 

Dr. Atwood hastened to the hospital, 
but the young woman was uncoriscious 
and shortly afterward died” He then 
went to a hotel where Dr. Harris occu- 
pied a suite. No one saw the actual 
shooting. 

After Dr. Atwood fled, Dr. Harris was 
conscious and directed his office assist- 
ant in the work of giving first aid. 

Last evening Dr. Atwood called his 
fiancee's brother, Winthrop Adams, and 
made an appointment to meet him at 
Dr. Adams’ office. A policeman there 
arrested him. He was taken to the hos- 
pital, where Dr. Harris identified him 
as his assailant. 

Arraigned, Sent to Jail. 

Atwood was arraigned in court today, 
and in default of bonds of $15,000 was 


| committed to jail for a further hearing 


on July 28. The prisoner was not re- 
presented by counsel and did not plead. 

It was stated at the hospital at noon 
that Dr. Harris’ condition was very low, 
and that it was feared he would nut 
survive many hours. The version of 
the cause of the shooting given by At- 
wood was scouted by Dr. Harris during 
a lucid period. He referred to his as- 
sailant as ‘“‘a young fool.’’ 

According to mutual acquaintances, 
Dr. Harris had counselled the young 
man against marrying a girl so much 
his senior. 

Late last night, Medical Examiner 
George B. Magrath communicated with 
the District Attorney’s office, which ap- 
proved an autopsy. This will be made 
probably some time today. It is under- 
stood that the general physical condi- 
tion of Miss Adams will be determined 
with a view of substantiating or dis- 
proving the motive of the shooting as 
alleged by Atwood. 

Dr. Harris is described by mutual ac- 
quaintances as standing high in his 
profession and socially.

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HUMANE CARB OF WORK HORSES. 
Approved legislation in some cities requires that 
the heads of heavily worked draft animals must 
be protected from the sun during the heat of the 
day. St. Louis has no such ordinance, but self- 
interest should induce horse owners to follow its 
provisions voluntarily. A head covering obtained 
at trifling cost and adjusted daily with little 
trouble will at least enable animals to render 
greater service during this period of high temper- 
atures and may be means of guarding against the 
loss of valuable animals from sunstroke. 
Evidences of acute distress in horses affected 
by the heat are fortunately much less common 
than in the days before the introduction of motor 
vehicles, but this summer has already had,a num- 
ber of victims. Cases in which horses and mules 
are still being driven when obviously suffering 
should be reported to the humane authorities or 
the police. 


STANDARDIZING THE FOX TROT. 

The paramount importance of standardizing the 
fox trot has led the concerted movement of St.

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SCHOOL OF MINES WINS AGAIN. 

The Supreme Court decision affirming the va- 
lidity of the law empowering the School of Mines 
at Rolla to grant certain scientific d not- 
withstanding the attitude of the university 
curators, was rendered on July 3. Four days 
later the Board of Curators appeared in court and 
filed a motion for a rehearing. 
Perhaps nothing in its prior obstjnate course 
with reference to these degrees subjected the board 
to as much criticism as its refusal to accept the 
court order as final. The further act of resistance 
came just at the time when preparations were 
under way for next year’s work at the Schoo! of 
Mines. Announcements acquainting the public 
with the opportunity for the new degrees were 
about to-be made. Rearrangement of the courses 
giving eligibility to the degrees had become nee- 
essary. 
All these important matters were held up by 
the motion for a rehearing. That the carators 
were inspired, not by any hope of success, but by 
a desire to kamper the school, was one interpre- 
tation, As no disposition of the motion was ex- 
pected until fall, the loss of the benefits of the 
new law practically during one entire school year 
was predicted. 
But, as in the case of the St. Louis County bond 
issue, the Court took judicial cognizance of the 
inconvenience caused by the litigation, and de- 
cided the motion after a delay of only 10 days. 
The rehearing was, of course, denied. 
The outcome is peculiarly gratifying. A mere 
technicality will not be permitted to continue a 
handicap of which the school ought long ago to 
have been relieved.

STOCKS SCORE A 


Late Market Is Active and Strong 
on ~Special Issues—Rail- 
roads Are Firm. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 19.—The Bvening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says. 

“A recovery in prices, applyin chief- 
ly to the various industrial stocks that 
had suffered severe declines within the 
Past two weeks, cccurred on the Stock 
Exchange today. Al! during the day the 


ernoon a vigorous advance took place. 
Gains of 2 or 3 points were fairly nu- 
merous, while in some issues, in which 
viglent breaks had occurred recently, 
there were even more substantial - 
vances. 

“The movemtn was not unnatural, in 
view of the heavy losses last week, and 
Was probably due to purely speculative 
and professional transactions. The rail- 
way shares, howev e ,dritond take part 
to a noticeable extent. in the day’s ad- 
vance, but were confined to narrow and 
uncertain price fluctuations. 

Crop Weather Is Good. 

“Today’s weekly Government wéath- 
er report again emphasized generally 
favorable conditions, both for the har- 
vest of winter wheat and for the grow- 
ing crops of corn and spring wheat. Ex- 
ceptions were noted in those parts of 
the South which have suffered from de- 
structive stor smadn in parts of the 
Southwest where drouth has prevailed. 

‘In a year in which the wheat crop 
will show a pronounced falling off from 
the last two years, favorable weather 
at this time should have no small bear- 
ing on the prosperity of the farming 
country. The great strides made in ex- 
ports of manufactures since 1914, how- 
ever, will tend to lessen the relative 
importance of foodstuffs in our foreign 
trade. 

“The continued heavy .demand for 
steel products from abroad, in the light 
of recent assertions that the ‘war busi- 
ness’ was practically over, might be 
regarded as rather surprising. But 
even when those predictions were made 
it was recognize din the steel trade, if 
nowhere else, that the  belligerents 
must continue to buy raw and semi- 
,finished stee lhere.
